As the mental and moral training 
depends upon the teacher he should be 
well qualified. This qualification does

Bui how can we tind out the quantity 
of water which tails in a given limo i It 
is impossible to measure it wilh a gallon 
or other standard vessels ; is thcro not 
some simple method of finding this out!

produced must be added to the former 
estimate to give the full force of the 
stream ; because the effect of the cnrient 
falling into tho top of the flumels equiva- 
lent to increasing its hight.

to pass away from everything we es- 
teem lovely and dear on earth ; but 
there is perhaps no simile more Appro- 
priately made, or more fitting for us to 
consider than that "we all do fade as 
a leaf." 

Behold the tree, when as its season 
of foliage advances, it puts forth its 
young and fragile leaf. See bow ten- 
der and delicate il is ; every breath of 
air, however gentle, e.visos it tr. qniv- 
er, and if the Bun but glanSS KpOO it, 

how it droops and withers.; but day 

I'V day ben,' nourish' d l.y the tree, it 

grows stronger and stronger, until it 
becomes 9 perfectly developed leaf, 

and can endure tho scorching rays of 
the sail without injury, though, if yon 
will notice, yon may observe, that it 
always culvers in the wind, lor this at 
last will bo its conqnerer, and lay ii 
low upon tho ground. All through the 
gladsome summer it flourishes andi is 
strong, sometimes playing with the 
zephera, and- anon resting quietly, it 
gives shelter from the lowing kine at 
noonday so the weary lamb at eve. 

Hut as tho Autumn season ap- 
proaches, v*e look again upon the leal, 
and liehold another change, no longer 
strong and flexible adapting itself lo 
every passing wind or circumstance, it 
gradually changes in color, becomes 
Stiff and bent in form, and dually falls 
to the ground, where, whether it "rus^ 
ties to the eddying winds or to the rab- 
bits tread" it even teaches US how frail 
and ohangahle it is, and how soon will 
always come its season of decay. Thus 
it is with man, — in his infancy he is 
fragile as the newborn leaf, and re- 



quires constant shielding from expos- 
ure, — he must be tenderly gnarded 
from the thousand ills incident to hu- 
man life, and be nurtured with as much 
care as the gardner devotes upon some 
favorite exotic. But as the silver years 
roll on, and Time in his hurried, flight 
is always leaving days for the improve- 
ment of those on earth, he loses the 
trembling weakness and timidity of 
childhood, and every passing hour ad- 
ding to his store of strength and knowl- 
edge, we behold the man, noble in 
thought, resolute in action, firm in hon- 
est purpose and high enterprize, and 
yet, always trembling as the leafundcr 
disease, and ready to fall if its finger 
do but tonch him. For a time how 
lithe and strong he is-. EFe tears no 
evil, and is content in his own power. 
Hope unfurls her snowy pinions over 
him, and in syren tone sings- of the 
days of futurity, made golden only by 
the setting of the sun of life, and gor- 
geous by its declining rays. She whis 
pers that the future will be tho blissful 
present, crowned with newer pearls, and 
brighter gems; and while she sings, 
he dreams these visions, and then be- 
lieves them' true. Ho forgets that 
though the days tooome may be bright, 
blissful even as ho fancies them, they 
may not como to him; tlie leaf will 
soon be loosened from its parent stem, 
— its hold is growing weaker, and it 
may soon fall. Of this, many in the 
prime of manhood forget to think until 
the weight of years forces them to feel. 
Old age comes on apace, the stately 
form grows bent, the eye once bold 
and falchion-like is now becoming dim, 
the step but firm and elastic grows fee- 
ble, slow and tottering, and the pal- 
sied hand is always trembling now 
over the stall* on which the old man 
avlly. His head, too, is cov- 
ered with the blossoms of the grave, 
ami as death, the Autumn winds of 
life blows upon him, his form trembles 
for a moment at the touch, and as a 
leaf he falls and is forgotten. Such, 
Oh ! man ! is thy natural life. Even it 
thon art permitted to remain on earth 
until honored by the silver crown o{ 
years, yet thou are constantly fading 
and must fall even as the loaf. But 
contemplate for a moment how mnny 
fall before ihev reach maturity — how 
many are blighted in tho very spring 
of their existence, and never become 
perfectly developed, and of still more, 
1 hat putting forth their tender leaves 
too eaily, are totally ruined by some 
nit ward circumstances.
